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Report of Reforestation Sub-Committee. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


On June 18th this Committee met the Township Councils 
of North and South Walsingham at Plot No. 7, Lot 18, Con- 
cession 6, Scuth Walsingham, in regard to the closing of three 
roads now being used by the Public across this property. We 
found a very deep gully on the original road allowance on the 
townline road between the two Townships had been washed 
out for many years. The Councils of the two municipalities 
do not wish to open the original road allowance because of the 
expense in construction and maintenance of the fill. 


Your Committee recommends that this Plot be fenced and 
that a road allowance 66 feet. wide and approximately 35 rods 
long be given to the municipalities affected. That the two 
other roads now being used by the Public be closed and the 
originial road allowance be planted next Spring.

Approximately half the road gravelled between Road 7 and 
Forestry Station. Retreatment south of Forestry Station not 
started. 


ROAD 11—Cut and corner north of Powell’s Corners 
completed. Proceeding with the grade and gravel. 


ROAD 12—All patching and retreatment completed. 
ROAD 18—Gravelling not started. 

ROAD 14-—Retreatment completed, 

ROAD 15—Retreatment completed. 

ROAD 17—Retreatment completed. 

ROAD 25—Retreatment completed. 

ROAD 27—No work started. 

ROAD 29—No work started. 
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ROAD 32—No work started. 


ROAD 33—This was continued from the Fish Hatchery 
to the top of Turkey Point Hill. This was taken over at the 
June meeting and has been completed. The balance of 33 also 
retreated.

Report of the Good Roads Committee. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, your Good Roads Committee, beg leave 
to report as follows: 


The majority of the Road Work has been either completed 
or is under construction and all the D.S.T. and Retreatment 
has been completed. There is some gravelling still tc be 
compieted and at the present time we are working on the grade 
and gravel on Road 4, North of Maybee’s Corner, and on 
cutting the Hill on Road 7, West of the Townline. The Road 
Committee decided, when the decisionwas made not to go 
ahead with the large job over Big Creek, to level the Hill to 
the East and also, if time permits, to grade and gravel Hill 
and Corner to the West. It will be at least a start on this 
piece of road when the large, job is commenced. 


The Committee has also checked over practically all the 
bad corners on the County Road System on the Black Top 
roads, and also roads getting ready for Black Top and if time 
permits intend to fix all of these. They are located as follows: 


Misner or Butler Corner, Road 15, Woodhouse. 
Parney Corner, Road 15, Townsend. 

Boll’s Corner, Road 2, Windham, 

Walsh Corner, Road 27, Charotteville. 

2 Corners, Road 8, North and South of Langton. 
1 Corner, Road 6, Nerth of Houghton Centre. 


2 Cornetr's, Road 7, where Road crosses between 11th and 
12th of North Walsingham, 


We have completed ‘the, gravelling on Road 29. This means 
that the last piece of sand road on the County Road System is 
at least gravelled. After going over this, the Committee felt 
that Road 29, in addition to this piece, should have additional 
gravel on the sand, and if the Corner on Road 6 is straightened 
out and this gravel ready for Black Top for next year, it will 
go over the estimates. The Committee felt that it would be 
better to use the $2,000.00 in the estimates for gravel on Road 
9, West of Clear Creek, on Roads 6 and 29. 


Arrangements have been made for the Crushed Stone for 
Road 9 to be shipped to Port Rowan. We expect to ship in 
approximately 70 car's this way. 


Snow Plows have been ordered for both of the County 
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Trucks so that these will be ready for the first part of Decem- 
ber. 


We also recommend that the Financial Year for the County 
Council Road Committee be from December 16th to December 
15th, so that the County Treasurer’s books and statements 
will agree with the Road Books as the Road Books are. governed 
by Provincial Legislation and run as above.

The Expenditures to December 1st, 1940, including Rebates 
to Towns and Villages, 2 new trucks, and Snow Plow for the 
Trucks, jamount to $140,904.29, leaving a balance of $39,095.71. 


The Snow Plows have been delivered ana consequently 
the County now has available 4 Plows to use on the County 
Roads; also sand piles treated with Calcium have been placed 
at practically all necessary points in the County. 


Due to weather conditions, we have been unable to com- — 
plete some of the Corners that we expectd to this year. It is 
also dcubtful if the first mile on Road 4 ‘will be completed 
as it might be best to leave the original road bed until Spring 
without disturbing. 


Attached is a Road Mileage Sheet as at the end of 1940, 
showing a total mileage of 209.05 miles of which 154.75 is 
Black Top, and of the balance 21.7 is ready for Black Top in 
1941, leaving a balance of 32.6 which is practically all gravel.

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Report of Reforestation Sub-Committee of 
the General Adminstration Committee. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


PLOT No. 1.—Bonnie Heath Farm, Lot 8, Concession 12, 
Townsend. The old cherry orchard was cleaned up and planted 
last Spring. 6,500 white pine, 6,500 red pine, 3,000 larch, 
3,500 white spruce, 7,000 Scotch pine, totalling 26,500 trees, 
were planted last Spring and about 98 % are living! 


PLOT No. 2.—Shellburg Property, Lot 20, Concession 8, 
Chavlotteville; 114 acres. About 35 acres has been cleaned 
and burnt this year and is ready for planting in the Spring of 
1941. Some trimming should be done on the older trees on 
this plantation. 


PLOT No. 3.—Turner Property, Lot 8, Concession ; 
Charlotteville, 100 acres. This is a fine plantation. Has been 
all trimmed and all old shade trees cut into wood and sold. 
3,000 red pine, 5,000 Norway spruce, were spot planted last, 
Spring. No further work will be required on this property, 
for some time. 


PLOT No. 4.—Davis Property, Lot 6, Concession 8, Char- 
lotteville, 200 acres. About 40 acres. of old bush was cleaned 
last winter and wood sold. 6,000 white pine, 32,200 red pine, 
500 white elm, 9,000 soft maple, totalling 47,700 trees, were 
spot planted last Spring with a very good stand. <A consider- 
able acreage of slash land should be cleaned next year. 


PLOT No. 5.—Sipes Property, Lot 6, Concesiion 10, Char- 
lotteville, 100 acres. This fine property has been all trimmed 
and about 27 acres of old bush cleaned and wood sold. 24,550 
red pine, 1,000 Norway spruce, 100 red cedar, 100 white 
spruce, totalling 25,750 trees, were spot planted last Spring. 
No further work required. 


PLOT No. 6.—Lot 18, Concession 5, South Walsingham, 
Morden’s School, 99 acres. Some fencing has been done this 
year. Plot in fine shape. 


PLOT No, 7—Simes Property, Lot 18, Concession 6, 
South Walsingham, 66% acres. This property has been sur- 
veyed and is ready for fencing. 3,000 white ash, 17,000 red 
pine, totalling 20,000 trees, were spot planted this year. The 
old road allowance should be planted next Spring.

PLOT No. &8—Lot 14, Concession 13, North Walsingham, 
90 acres. A considerable amount of trimming was done in 
this plot last winter. 12,000 red pine, 3,000 white spruce, 
4,000 Norway spruce, totalling 19,000 trees, were spot planted 
this year. The 10 acres sold to A, Devos in 1938 from this 
property should be fenced. 


PLOT No. 9.—Gravel Pit Farm, Lot 16, Concession 14, 
North Walsingham, 100 acres. 9,250 red pine, 2,400 larch, 
2,400 white spruce, totalling 14,050 trees, were planted this 
year. Some large pine, cak and white ash trees have been 
sold ‘and are being removed at the present time. 


PLOT No. 10.—Payne Property, Lot 11, Concession 1, 
Charlotteville, 100 acres. A number of old oak trees were cut 
and wood sold last winter. Some trimming was dwne in the 
plantation. Fire walls were plowed and disced. 17,000 red 
pine, 2,000 jack pine, 100 Norway spruce, totalling 19,100

PLOT No. 11.—Lot 12, Concession 2, Charlotteville, 50 
acres. 2,000 Jack pine, 1,000 Norway spruce, spot planted. 
Fire walls were plowed and disced last Spring. Some ‘work 
cleaning brush should be done on this plot next year. 


PLOT No. 12.—Lot 12, Concession 18, North Walsingham, 
27 acres. Plot is in fine condition. No work required at 
present. 


PLOT No. 13.—Ungersi School Plot, Lot 1, Concession 2, 
Charlotteville, 50 acres. ‘This plot was planted last year. 
15,000. larch, 1,000 white ash, 1,500 scft maple, totalling 17,500 
trees, were spot planted this year. The trees are doing fine 
and have made a good growth. 


PLOT No. 14.—Jenny Lind Plot, Lot 10, Concession 9, 
Charlotteville, 60 acres. Purchased this year. A total of 
49,500 trees were planted last Spring by the Boy Scouts, re 
36,000 red pine, 2,600 cherry, 2,900 white elm, 1,600 rock elm, 
900 white ash, 2,600 soft maple, 1,900 red oak, 1,000 ‘bass- 
wood. This property has been fenced and all blow sand holes 
covered with pine brush. Some spot planting should be done 
next Spring’.

2,000 walnut, 
1,000 cherry, 3,000 white elm, 5,000 white ash, 7,000 soft 
maple, 2,000 red oak, totalling 20,000 trees, were planted last, 
Spring. The balance of this plot has been plowed and all 
fences and brush have been removed and is ready for planting 
in 1941. Some line fencing should be done next year.

THE REPORT ON THE CHILDREN’S AID SOCIETY 
Is AS FOLLOWS: 


From January Ist, 1940, to November 30th, 1940, 35 
children were added to legal care and 43 were discharged, 
leaving 154 children at the end of that period. This compares 
with 164 in November, 1939. and 190 in November, 1938, This 
radical reduction carries out the promise made to this Council 
that the present policy and programme of the Children’s Aid 
Society would ultimately reduce considerably the legal] burden 
placed upon the County. 


In the past four years there has been a reduction of 35% 
of actual wards. There is a real probability that this reduction 
will continue for some time. 


This result has only been made possible by the Society’s 
extensive wiork in assisting families whose children were in | 
distress. The work of the Family Welfare Committee to which 
the County has in past years subscribed has been a _ large 
factory in making the reduction in wardships possible. 


The Society completed 9 legal adoptions in the period 
under review. ‘There were 7 permanent wardships completed, 
and 6 temporary wardships. 


101 children were given medical examinations, 40 dental 
examinations, and 15 children attended Mental Health Clinic. 


Several boys were placed on Probation to the Superintendent 
of the Society by the local Court. There is still a need for the 
Juvenile Court which has been previously recommended by 
the Society. 


A total of 2,183 field visits and 1,244 office interviews 
were made during this same period. 


The Family Welfare Committee of the Society rendered 
assistance to many families, This included payment of rent, 
the giving of material assistance, extension of medical care. 
supervision of schooling, and many other services. 


The Warden and I have represented the County Council 
at the Children’s Aid Board meetings throughout this period.
